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R 121. An old Gothic carved stone mantel from Exeter, with andirons and wrought iron crane of the period. 
Shelf 6 ft. 4 in. wide by 6 ft. 0 in. high. Opening 4 ft. 6 in. wide by 4 ft. Oh in. high. 
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Here are andirons to suit many fireplaces. Some are of brass, some of iron and others with these two 
materials combined. I have gathered this year over fifty distinctly different models showmg 
the changes in andiron design from the fifteenth to the eighteenth centuries. 
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Old Painteid Leather Fire Pail&.

of the English cottage. 

I cannot attempt to illustrate the varied collection 
that I am bringing back with me this year, but hope 
that the few pieces shown will arouse 
your interest and ensure a visit to my

A piece of unusual interest is the primitive pie baker shown in centre of page. The pie was set upon the lower 
stand in the hot ashes. The pancake iron, having been heated in the fire, was then 
placed in position above, in order to bake the top crust. 
The tobacco box was used in the old inns. One put in a penny to open the box and took out a pipeful of tobacco. 




Nothing adds more to the charm of an oak mantel than two or three well chosen pieces of pewter. 
While very effective these articles are at the same time inexpensive.
